Demolish a ca. 1940 house.

ARCHITECTURE

One-and-a-half story rectangular-plan side gabled frame house with synthetic siding;
partial-width inset porch; single and paired 1:1 and 6:6 windows.

RESEARCH

The house appears to have been built by M.C. East, a watchman, in the fall of 1940. He
and his wife Etta are listed in the 1942 city directory as the owners and occupants of the
house. The house was a rental unit through the mid-1940s then purchased by exterminator
Hugo Schmidt and his wife, Juanita, by 1949. By 1953, the house was owned and occupied
by Erwin K. Stork and his wife, Dorothy. Stork was a lawyer with an office at 1512% South
Congress Avenue. They lived in the house through the mid-1960s. Carl Newcomb, a mail
carrier for the post office, lived here with his wife Claribel in the late 1970s; the house was
then rented out until purchased by Joseph R. and Elizabeth K. Lozano in the mid-1980s.
Joseph Lozano was a chef at various restaurants in the city.

STAFF COMMENTS

The house does not appear in any city survey.

STAFF RECOMMENDATION

Release the demolition permit. The house is a common type, and has neither the
architectural nor the historical significance to warrant individual designation as a historic
landmark.
